- This.use of epileptic fits fo battle 
mental disease is mot the first in- - 
stance where médicine ‘has in- 
duced one disease in the hope of 
destroying another. ‘Even better 
known is the deliberate ‘preduc- 
tion of malaria in-the ‘patient with 
brain syphilis ‘in order to-stop the - 
disease-causing spirochetes. 

‘One of the first. drugs ‘used to 
hring on, induced epileptic seizures 
for healing purposes was _cam- 
phor. Metrazol is now replacing 
camphor, because it acts more im- 
mediately. “ But like camphor, it 
is being used reluctantly: for the - 
reason that physicians know ‘little 
about how ‘to bring a patient out 
of the induced convulsions, And 
the severity of the convulsions 
cannot easily be controlled. Some-. 
times they are very severe indeed, 
and in the strain of them, patients 
may even fracture their bones or 
dislocate joints, 

More widely accepted, perhaps, 
but much more expensive arid dif-. 


ig} ficult to-administer is the insulin 


treatment which. acts in a similar 
way. to shock the patient back 
from his world of phantasy to
